The University, 1 am happy to say, is in successful operation unde 
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the guidance of the Chancellor and Board of Regents, so far as a school 
can promote its interests; although that institution has suffered in com- 
mon with other enterprises for the want of the promised aid from the 
Legisiature. The grounds are partly enclosed with a very good stone 
wall, and a building designed for their err Ant is commenced in 
the thirteenth ward of this City. 

The fostering hand of the Government could be exercised to no better 
urpose thin providing for the education of the youth. You are doubt- 
ess already sufficiently alive to the importance of this subject, to extend 

such peeaniary assistance as shall be commensurate with your ability. 

In accordance with the resolution of the Legislature locating the seat 
af Government at Pauvan Valley, and authorizing me to appoint Com- 
missioners to select a site for the Capitol, and seat of Government; | 
complied with that requirement, by appointing Professors Orson Pratt 
and Albert Carrington, Jesse W. Fox, Esq., William C. Staines, and 
Joseph L. Robinson, said Commissioners. They immediately proceeded 
to the performance of their duties, and have made their report, which 
I take great pleasure in presenting te you. | 

It appears fram their observations that tho location is far more cen- 
tral than this city, and that the valley will sustain a large and dense 
ponulaition. 

The locating of the seat of Government in that valley, will, it is be- 
lieved, encourage settlers to go there, and very much facilitate the set- 
tlement of all suitable plaees in that region. Under all these considera- 
tions, its location at that point appears judieious upon its own merits, 
and will unguestionvbl; advance the already prosperous and vastly in- 
oreisine resonress of the Territory. At Filmore City, one wing of the 
State House will probably be finished for the accommodation of the en- 
suing Legislitare. This will be built with the funds furnished by the 
Genoral Government, for the erection of suitable public buildings at 
the seit of Government. 

The practice of purehasing Indian children for slaves, is a trade 
evriel on by ths Mexican population of New Mexico and California. 
These traders of late years have extended their traffic into the limits of 
this Territory. This trade | have endeavored to prevent; and this fall, 
happening to encounter a few_of them in my travels, as Superintendent 
of Indian affairs, strictly prohibited their farther traffic. e majority 
of them appeared satisfied, and after making afew exchanges of prop- 
erty in the settlements, returned to their own country; unfortunately, 
however, few of them stil determined te carry on their nefarious traf- 
fic: they have been arrested, and are now on their trial in this city. 

It is unnecessary perhaps for me to indicate the true policy for Utah 
in regurd to slavery. Restrictions of law and government make aH 
servants: but haman flesh to be dealt in as property, is not consistent or 
compatible with the true principles of government. My own feelings 
are, that no property can or should be recognized as existing in elves, 
either Indian or African. No person can parchase them without their 
becoming as free. so far as natural rights are concerned, as persons of 
anv other color: under the present low and degraded situation of the In- 
dian race, so lopg as the practice of gambling away, selling, and other- 
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among them, it seems indeed that ceny transfer 8 to them n re 
lief and a benefit. Many a life by this means is saved: many a child 
redeemed from the thraldom of savage 8 placed upon an 
equal footing with the more favored portions of the haman race. If in 
return for favors and expense which may have been inearred on their 
account, service should be considered due, it would become —— 
that some law should provide the suitable regulations under which. 

such indebtedness should be defrayed. This may be said te present a 
new. feature in the traffic of human beings; it is essentially. — 
them into freedom, instead of slavery; but it is not the servile 
drudgery of Mexican slavery, to which I would doom them, not to be 
raised among beings scarcely superior to themselves, but where. they 
oould find that consideration pertaining not only te civilized, but hu- 


mane and benevolent society. 7 
. So shall che benevolence of the human heart be called into action, to 
promote the improvement of the down- trodden race, whose fathers long 
swayed the destiny of empires; se shall the condition of the poor, for- 
lorn, destitute, ignorant savage, or African, as the case may be, become 
ameliorated, a foundation laid for their advancement in the scale 
of useful, exalting existence; useful to themselves, to their nation, and 
shall come within the purview of their influence. Ser 

Thus will a people be redeemed from »ervile bondage both mental 
and physical, and placed upon a platform upon which they can build; 
and extend forth as far as their capability and natural rights will per- 
mit; their thraldom will no longer exist, although the ssd of Canaan 
will inevitubly carry the curse which was placed upon them, until the 
same authority which placed it there, shall see proper to have it:remov- 
ed.
